Belmont’s fall meeting, as usual, was 
excellent, but I don’t quite know what 
were going to do now. Next Move and 
Bed o° with their companions, 
shipped away to California. Battlefield, 
George Widener says, has done enough 
for the year, and not even the chance he 
would have to break Top Flight’s money- 
winning record will lure him back into 
action. My Request’s retirement has been 
announced. Ponder was still coughing 
last Sunday, though he had seemed to 
have recovered. Bewitch had scraped a 
heel in her race on September 28, and 
while the trouble was minor, it held her 
cut of action. Hill Prince has run his 
last race in the East this year, and on 
October 20 takes off for California. Mid- 
dleground is working, but Max Hirsch 
said “he only half pleases me.” 

So, as far as New York is concerned, 
the best 2-year-old, the best 3-year-old, 
the best 3-year-old fillies, and some of the 
top handicappers, are through for the 
year. I’ve a notion that things aren’t 
going to be very exciting at Jamaica, and 
that not much history is going to be made. 


IMPROVEMENT. In March, 1949, 
when Bill Winfrey was about to take over 
the Vanderbilt Stable, he was naturally 
very pleased, but he did it with one re- 
gret. That was the fact that he had to 
give up Sweet Dream, the filly by Lovely 
Night, which he had been training for 
Havahome Stable and which was at the 
time wintering at Jack Skinner’s farm at 
Middleburg. Sweet Dream has run very 
well since—Don Cameron has her now— 
and last week at Belmont she won very 
cleverly down the chute, running six fur- 
longs in 1:0915 and winning by three

lengths from Darnaway and others. But 
Winfrey had no time for regrets. He was 


cooling out Next Move, which had just 
made a shambles of the Ladies Handi- 
cap, running the mile and a half in the 
fastest time in which it has been won at 


its present distance, and finishing five and 
a half lengths in front of W. S. Cotton’s 
rather surprising My Celeste. 

The original plan was for both Bed o’ 
Roses and Next Move to run in this, but 
after her victory in the Realization, the 
Rosemont filly ran a temperature which 
at one time got as high as 104 degrees, 
and though she was over it before the 
Ladies, she missed a week of work and 
was consequently held out. There wasn’t 
much she could have done except pick up 
$5.000 in second money. Certainly she 
could not have improved much on Next 
Move’s performance. 

The problem this year, as it was last 
year, is to decide which of two  stable- 
mates is the better in this division. Last 
year the choice was between Wistful and 
Two Lea, and it was complicated by the 
fact that one was just starting as the 
other finished. For the Ladies, Jack 
Campbell handicapped Bed Roses at 
121 pounds, put one less on Next Move, 
but whether he’d hold to this after the 
way Next Move finished her field is a 
bit doubtful. 

As the matter stands now, Bed o’ Roses 
has earned $238,000, against $202,350 for 
her stablemate. But for 1950 alone, Next 
Move is far in front, with $184.200 to 
$38.800. She’s been used more, starting 
14 times, or just twice as often as Bed 
o” Roses this year. The best argument 
for Bed 0’ Roses is that she did, in the 
Realization, beat colts, and ran a crack- 
ing race in the Classic, in which she was 
nipped at the very end by Greek Song, 
whereas Next Move has never shown well 
against colts, her only times out of the 
money this season coming in the Wood 
Memorial and the Discovery Handicap.

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Beldame, for no reason anyone could dis- 
cover, Bed o° Roses simply didn’t run her 
race. So there’s nothing conclusive. At 
any rate, they're two extraordinarily fine 
fillies, and with some valuable assists 
from Loser Weeper and, in the case of 
the Butler, the stewards, they have the 
Vanderbilt stable in third place on the 
owners’ list, not so far behind Calumet 
and Brookmeade that good fortune in 
California couldn't make up the gap. 


SPEED. Two successive races last 
Saturday added materially to the reputa- 
tion of *Princequillo. The second of 
these was the Jockey Club Gold Cup, in 
which Hill Prince laughed away from 
*Noor and others and won any way he 
pleased. But a race earlier, a filly named 
How, owned by Dell Stables and also 
escorted by Eddie Arearo, had _ rolled 
down the chute in 1:0844, to equal the 
track record. This ought, perhaps, to be 
counted as a world record, but it isn’t. 
Back in 1904 the fine filly Artful won a 
six-furlong straightaway race at Morris 
Park in 1:08, which is the only faster 
time made for the distance in this country, 
but the Morris Park chute was a trifle 
down hill, and as you will remember, this 
accounts for the name of the Toboggan 
Handicap, first run over that course.

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AVERAGE-EARNINGS INDEX, by A. Estes 


The Leading Sires Since 1940 
On Basis of Over-All Records 


One of the principal purposes of the av- 
erage-earnings method of appraising the 
earnings of race horses is to make possi- 
ble the addition or accumulation of rec- 
ords from year to year with a minimum of 
distortion. 


As explained before, if dollars alone are 
used in such an accumulation, a tremend- 
ous distortion occurs. For instance, the 
same measure of success which enabled a 
horse to earn $30,000 in 1933 (when the 
average per starter was $928) would have 
netted more than $90,000 in 1947. Hence 
the dollars of 1933 cannot be compared 
with the dollars of 1947. 


In the average-earnings index the aver- 
age earnings, per starter is assumed to be 
the norm for any year, and this average 
is expressed as unity, the figure 1. All 
comparisons are made against this stand- 
ard. If a horse, or a group of horses, 
earns half the average expectancy, the in- 
dex is .50, which indicates that the earn- 
ings are only half the general average for 
the year. If they win twice the average, 
the index is 2.00. 


These figures may easily be accumu- 
lated from year to year for any horse or 
group of horses, such as the offspring of 
a sire. The following tabulation illus- 
trates how the annual totals may be added 
to obtain the lifetime progeny index of a 
sire:

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Albert Sabath, 
Owner of Alsab 


Albert Sabath, the owner of Alsab,. died 
of a heart attack on October 5 in a hotel 
at Philadelphia, where he had gone to 
attend the World Series, and to watch his 
horses run at nearby Garden State Park. 

Mr. Sabath was best known for having 
owned Alsab, one of the “great” race 
horses of the past 10 years, but it was his 
law practice that originally led him to the 
sport of racing. He was graduated from 
the University of Chicago law school in 
1911, and for a time considered being a

newspaper man, having written sports and 
contributed to magazines during his col- 
lege days. However, he decided to prac- 
tice law in the offices of his uncle, Adolph 
J. Sabath, a congressman for a number of 
years. The firm name was later changed 


to Sabath and Sabath. 


In the early twenties, he acted as coun- 
sel for the organization that later grew 
into the old Chicago Business Men’s Rac- 
ing Association. Racing was held at 
Hawthorne, and the success of the meet- 
ing in its second year eventually led to 
passage of the Lager Law, which legalized 
pari-mutuel betting in Illinois. Mr. Sabath 
later served as president of Hawthorne. 

He raced a small stable for a number 
of years before he acquired Alsab. The 
first stakes winner he owned was Dan 
Sabath, foaled in 1931, by *Monk’s 
Way—Southern Kiss, by Peter Pan. Dan 


Sabath, named for Mr. Sabath’s son, who 
now trains the Sabath racing stable, won 
the Detroit Juvenile Handicap, and was 
second in the Joliet Handicap at two. 


In 1940 he bought Alsab for $700 at the 
Saratoga Sales. Alsab, a bay horse by 
Good Goods—Winds Chant, by Wildair, 
was from the first crop of his sire, and 
was bred by Thomas Piatt, of Lexington. 
Although Mr. Piatt had expressed a lik- 
ing for the colt, Saratoga bidders made 
him one of the lesser purchases of the 
Piatt consignment. All told, 24 yearlings 
in the consignment brought $32,850, aver- 
age $1,369. Alsab’s price of $700 was 
far below the average. 

Alsab was trained by August (Sarge) 
Swenke, who had recommended the colt 
to Mr. Sabath. 

Alsab raced in the of Mrs. 
Sabath, as most of the Sabath horses have 
done in recent years. At two he won 
$110,600. and scored victories in the 
Joliet, Mayflower. Hyde Park, Washing- 
ton Park Juvenile. Prairie State, Cham- 
pagne, Spalding Lowe Jenkins. and Wal- 
den Stakes. He also won the Washington 
Park Futurity. and defeated Requested in 
a match race at Belmont Park in 
track record time of 1:16 for 615 furlongs. 

At three. he won the Preakness, With- 
ers, and Lawrence Realization Stakes, the 
American Derby. Narragansett Champion- 
ship. and the Dick Welles and New York 
Handicaps. He earned $234,565 at three. 
defeating the 4-year-old Whirlaway in the 
Narragansett Championship and the New 
York Handicap. He was tried at four and 
at five. but was unable to return to his 
3-year-old form, and was retired to stud 
in 1945 with total earning of $350,015. 
He started 51 times, won 25 races, was 
second in 11, and third in five. 

Alsab was sent to Mr. Sabath’s newly- 
purchased farm, near Lexington, which 
was re-named Alsab Farm. At stud, Alsab

has gotten the  stakes-winning fillies 
Myrtle Charm and Alsab’s Day. The lat- 


ter was bred and raced by Mrs. Sabath. 
The Sabaths also bred and raced Say 
Blue. a daughter of Blue Larkspur—I 
Say. by *Dis Donec, winner of the Prin- 
cess Pat Stakes at two. and the Hollywood 
and Falls City Handicaps at three. 

Mr. Sabath is survived by his wife. Mrs. 
Olive Sabath: a daughter. Mrs. Milton 
Lewis. a son. Dan Sabath: a_ brother. 
Milton Sabath: a sister, Mrs. Stella 
Geollman, and his father and mother, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Sabath. 


Mrs. Royce G. Martin 


Mrs. Doris Brown Martin. wife of 
Royce G. Martin. owner of Woodvale 
Farm, Lexington, died unexpectedly of a 
heart attack on October 10 in a New 


York hospital. 


Mrs. Martin was very much interested 
in the breeding and racing of Thorough- 
breds, and spent most of her time at the 
newly-remodeled residence at Woodvale 
Farm. Although most of the Martin 
horses have raced in the name of the farm 
in recent years, several have raced in Mrs, 
Martin’s name. Among them was the 
stallion Haltal, foaled in 1937, and bred 
by Woodvale Farm. Haltal, a dark bay 
horse by The Porter—False Modesty, by 
*Whisk Broom 2nd, won the McLennan 
Memorial, Clark, Dixie, and Saratoga 
Handicaps, and earned a total of $53,675. 
He was retired to stud in 1943, and is 
the sire of the stakes winners Tally, Fond 
Embrace, Halsgal, Halt, and Tall Weeds. 

The Martins were married in 1927, 
Mr. Martin, her only survivor, is the 
president and chairman of the board of 
the Electric Auto-Lite Company. Funeral 
services were held at St. Patrick’s

During the first eight months of this 
year Florida-bred race horses earned more 
purse money than during the entire 12 
months of 1949, according to Everett A. 
Clay, secretary of the Florida Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association. 

Through August 31, 1950, horses foaled 
in the State won 113 races, were second in 
95 races, third in 93, and fourth in 90. 
They earned $204,792, as compared to 
$188.072 in 1949, and $152.277 in 1948. 
This year, 2-year-olds have accounted for 
$83,167 of the total. Leader among the 
Florida youngsters is Mrs. Tilyou Christ- 
opher’s Liberty Rab, one of three horses 
which have beaten the Belmont Futurity 
winner Battlefield. Liberty Rab, a gray 
colt by Doublrab—Lady Liberty, by Li- 
berty Limited, won the Hialeah and Bel- 
mont Juvenile Stakes, and earned $34,312.

After Hill Prince defeated Middleground by four 
lengths in the Jerome Handicap on September 20, 
it was agreed in most quarters that the 3-year-old 
son of *Princequillo had proved himself the best 
of his age. He carried 129 pounds in the Jerome, 
giving three pounds to Middleground, and up to 
24 to the others. But the Chenery colt was not 
completely satisfied. In the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
he went against older horses at a distance, and 
beat them soundly. 


His chief rival and slight favorite to win the 
two-mile, weight-for-age Gold Cup was *Noor, the 
horse that had beaten Citation four times in Cali- 
fornia, but had been unsuccessful in two starts at 
Belmont Park. By the scale, Hill Prince carried 
level weight with the field, but by actual weight, 
he received seven pounds from *Noor and *Titien 
2nd. and four pounds from the 4-year-old filly 
Adile. 


When the horses broke from the gate, *Titien 
2nd went into the lead followed by Dooly, Adile, 
Hill Prince, and *Noor, in that order. But before 
they had gone four furlongs. Hill Prince had mov- 
ed to the front, and was leading by six lengths. 
Meanwhile. *Noor had gone into second place he- 
hind Hill Prince, and as they went down the back- 
stretch, *Noor made his move to catch the pace- 
maker. He got within two lengths of him on the 
far turn, but Eddie Arcaro, on Hill Prince, re- 
laxed his grip on the Virginia colt, and Hill 
Prince bounded away to win as he pleased by four 
lengths. 

The race was run in relatively slow time, 3:2324 
for two miles. The track record for the distance is 
3:2044. made by Market Wise in 1941 in the 
same event. However, Hill Prince’s time was fast- 
er than that of his sire *Princequillo. which won 
the Gold Cup in 1943 in 3:2346. 


By winning the Jockey Club Gold Cup, Hill 
Prince became the current leading money-winning 
horse of the year, with earnings of $263.715. He 
also ran his life’s earning past the $300,000 
mark. With total earnings of $309.940. he is 32nd 
on the list of leading American money winners. be- 
tween Polynesian ($310,410) and Faultless $304,- 
915). So far this year, Hill Prince has won Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap No. 1, the Wood Me- 
morial, Withers, and Preakness Stakes, the Ameri- 
ean Derby and Jerome Handicap, and the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup. He was second in the Kentucky 
Derby, and Dwyer Stakes. and third in the Subur- 
ban Handicap. For his pedigree and family notes, 
see THe Bioop-Horse of April 15, page 810.

Pilaster was foaled March 22, 1944, at Henry 
L. Straus’ Cherry Hill Farm in Maryland. He 
raced for his breeder-owner until the fall of 1949, 
when Mr. Straus, who was the vice-president of the 
American Totalisator Company, died in an_air- 
plane crash near Baltimore. A dispersal sale of 
his Thoroughbred holdings followed, on November 
25, and Air Cooled, the dam of Pilaster, was sold 
to her present owner Philip Godfrey for $3,600. 
The mare was later moved to Dr. Horace N. Davis’ 
Bluegrass Heights Farm, near Lexington, and this 
year she foaled a brown filly by Quarter Moon. 
She was bred to Platter. 


Pilaster, which had been racing under lease to 
Trainer Frank A. Bonsal. since the death of Mr. 
Straus, was retained by Mrs. Straus, along with 
the producer Ladyinthemoon, and her stakes-win- 
ning daughter Nokomis. Pilaster has continued to 
race in Mr. Bonsal’s name. 

The first two years of Pilaster’s racing career 
were relatively unimpressive, but at four, in 1948, 
he developed into a rugged competitor at a dis- 
tance. He won the 114-mile Sagamore Stakes, the 
Grayson Stakes (15g miles), the Governor Bowie 
Handicap (1%4 miles), the Exterminator Handicap 
(2% miles), and the Bryan and O’Hara Memorial 
Stakes (1; miles). In addition, he set a new 
track record of 3:3996 for 2; miles at Pimlico. 
The following year Pilaster won the Governor’s, 
Pimlico Cup, Riggs, and Prince George Autumn 
Handicaps, and was second and third in a number 
of other stakes. 

This year, the 6-year-old gelding has been slow 


to reach winning form. He was turned out during 
the winter, and after being picked up for spring 
training, it was observed that he had a doubtful 
ankle. 

He finally got to the races on June 9, at Dela- 
ware Park, and finished fifth in a 1's mile allow- 
ance race. He made another unsuccessful start in 
the Pageant Handicap, won by Going Away, in 
August, and was third in the Atlantic City Turf 
Handicap, also won by Going Away. 

In the 21%4-mile New York Handicap, Pilaster 
received three pounds from Going Away, and gave 
weight to the others. He went to the front soon 
after the start, and he stayed there. Going Away 
made two runs at the leader, but both failed. and 
Pilaster won by a length and three-quarters.

Our first visit to The Mentmore Stud 
was made in the late summer of 1949, I 
have been many times since then, but this 
first visit will remain one of my pleasant- 
My husband had been 
commissioned by the Earl of Rosebery to 
make portraits of Blue Peter, Ocean Swell, 
and five of his Lordships broodmares.

Mr. Edmunds proved to be an enter- 
taining companion with his vast knowl- 
edge of the past history of this famous 
stud, which comprises the old Crafton stud 
and Mentmore stud proper. Let us first 
then to the old Crafton, for it was here 
the Mentmore stud had its beginning over 
100 years ago. Built in the late 1840's 
by Lord Rosebery’s grandfather, Baron 
Meyer de Rothschild, this picturesque

Tom stood here, and should future 


generations require any reminder of this

to the accompanying cheers from the 
crowd at Epsom, he as Prime Minister led 
in Ladas, his first Derby winner. 

Today the boxes and paddocks at Craf- 
ton. with the exception of the lower yard 
are used to house the foals and yearlings. 

Before we leave Crafton for Mentmore 
proper, a word about *Wrack, that fam- 
ous American sire, and a little story that 
is brought to mind as we pass the pad- 
dock where he used to run as a 2-year-old. 
It appears the grazing rights had been let 
out to an old farmer and when he came to 
collect his cattle for the winter, he de- 
manded another year rent free, for ac- 
cording to him.

TODAY. Now we must leave the past. 
and for the moment turn our attention to 
Mentmore Stud proper. Built in 1914, by 
the late Lord Rosebery. the establishment 
stands on high ground with easy aecess 
to the surrounding paddocks. The stallion 
boxes are large and light with a high- 
walled courtyard giving direct entry to 
their own boarded paddocks. There are 
two excellent yards. with arched entrances 
encased on four sides with spacious well- 
built boxes. 

It was an exceedingly well-planned and 
richly stocked stud that Lord Rosebery 
inherited from his father in 1929. Today 
the stud consists of two stallions. 23 mares. 
11 yearlings and 11 foals. Each stallion 
is visited by 35 to 40 mares during the 
season, and Lord Rosebery usually re- 
serves four nominations to each stallion 
for his own mares. There is no doubt that 
a large part of the success of this stud is 
attributable to the skillful combination of 
the various strains of blood. Here Jet me 
stress that the Earl is not just a ficure- 
head. but a successful and practical breed- 
er. To the mating of each of his mares he 
vives long and careful consideration. and 
it is he who decides the final nominations 
to his own stallions. 


THE STALLIONS. Now let us take 
a look at the two stallions. First. Blue 
Peter. by Fairway out of Faney Free. He 
is a handsome chestnut. full of quality. 
Watch him as he moves across the pad- 
dock with his fine carriage and easy swing- 
ing walk. Now take a look at his son 
Ocean Swell. out of that grand mare Jiffy. 

There is no doubt that Blue Peter 
“stamps” his stock, and in Ocean Swell 
can be seen many characteristics of his 
sire. Here we have the same masculinity. 
the same high quality. good temperament. 
fine quarters. and that amazingly straight 
hind leg and hock. 


MARES. It is not possible for us to 
visit all the mares. so we must be content 
with a few picked out at random. In the 
first paddock, a lovely undulating stretch 
of park land, we find Ribbon, by Fairway 
out of Bongrace. She is a_beautifully- 
bred feminine type of mare, which failed 


by only a head to win the Oaks. Near 
her stands Iona, foaled in 1943, by Hyp- 
erion out of Jiffy. This beautifully-turned 
young matron promises well for the fu- 
ture. Last year she was covered by Blue 
Peter and this season visited *Nasrullah. 
The lovely bay mare coming up now is 
Flapper by Felstead out of Fancy Free. 
She is the dam of Hobo, Bobo and Para- 
diso which more than proves her ability 
to produce the right kind of stock. 


Amongst the young mares are two 
whose progeny | shall watch with interest. 
One is Mermaid, by Blue Peter out of 
Sonsie Wench. She was retired to stud 
last year and is in foal te Hyperion. This 
season she visits Tudor Minstrel. The 
second is Liberty, very little good on 
the raee course (which incidentally can 
be said of many famous broodmares, wit- 
ness Paraffin, dam of Illuminata). She is 
a sister to Blue Peter, and her 1949 foal. 
by Owen Tudor. may. if all goes well. 
prove to have been aptly named Dynasty. 
Down in one of the Crafton Paddocks we 
find Blue Smoke. foaled in 1942 by Blue 
Peter out of Fireplace. She is a fine up- 
standing mare of exquisite conformation, 
Looking at her, I was not surprised to 
learn that Lord Rosebery rates her very 
high indeed. Now let us greet a very spe- 
cial favorite, who to my mind combines 
all the characteristics of the perfect 
broodmare. She is Afterthought by Ob- 
literate out of Plack. It will be recalled 
that Plack was the winner of nine races,

sand Guineas. She was also second in 
the Oaks. Afterthought was foaled in 
1939 when Plack was 18 years of age, 
and had been barren for five years, 
In the naming of his foals, Lord 
Rosebery shows considerable wit and agil- 
ity of mind. and sometimes a very subtle 
humor, as shown in the naming of that 
lovely chestnut filly foal Mrs. Jordan. by 
Windsor Slipper out of Game Chicken. 
For the clue to this I can only suggest my 
readers turn to the history of, I believe.

LATER VISIT. During a visit to the 


stud early this year I was indebted to Mr. 
Clarence Hailey (who has succeeded Mr. 
Edmunds as agent to Lord Rosebery) for 
taking me to see the 1949 foals again. In 
the meantime my husband got on with 
his sketches for the portraits of Blue Peter 
and Afterthought. which accompany this 
article. Of these newly promoted yearlings, 
six fillies and five colts. we went first 
to see the fillies and there was no doubt 
in my mind that here was blood of which 
any breeder could be justly proud. Here 
comes Snap. a bay daughter of Jiffy. an 
early foal this, who takes after her famous 
dam. Now we have Bathing Cap, by 
Ocean Swell out of Bonnet, with the same 
strong shoulders and liberty of movement 
that characterizes her sire. But of them 
all, I would take Rainbow by Hyperion. 
This lovely chestnut daughter of After- 
thought really is superb.

My Request To Be Retired 


My Request, currently 13th from the 
top of the list of leading American money 
winners, pulled up lame in the Edgemere 
Handicap recently, and it was decided to 
retire him to stud. When THe Broop- 
Horst went to press this week, the name 
of the farm where My Request would 
stand had not been announced. 

Referred to as “the best horse I ever 
owned” by his breeder-owner Ben F. 
Whitaker. My Request won 22 races in 52 
starts, and earned $383.495 in four sea- 
sons of racing. He is a chestnut horse 
by Requested—Sugapud. by *Sickle. He 
was highly regarded as a racing prospect 
by his constituents early in his career. and 
at two, he bore out their expectations. 
winning $90,575. His wins at in- 
cluded the Belmont Juvenile. National 
Stallion. United States Hotel, Grand 
Union Hotel, and the Cowdin Stakes. At 
the end of the year he was assigned 122 
pounds for the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap, which rated him four pounds below 
Citation, even with Star Bout, and one 


below Relic and Better Self. 


At three, he won both divisions of the 
Experimental Free Handicap, ac- 
counted for victories in the Wood Me- 
morial, Shevlin, and Dwyer Stakes. He 
was second in the Swift Stakes, and third 
behind Citation and Coaltown in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. His earnings for the year 
amounted to $138,000. 


Last year at four, he was out of the 
money but once in 13 starts, winning 
four. His stakes wins were in the Le Comp- 
te, New Orleans, Excelsior, and Edgemere 
Handicaps. Before the latter race. run 
on September 10, it was decided to retire 
him to stud if he did not show that he 
was still interested in racing. He did 
well, winning by three lengths from 
Stunts, with Assault third. 

He came back again this year at five, 
and won the Brooklyn and the Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicaps, earning a total 
of $79,840 for the season. His last start 
was in the Edgemere Handicap, which he 
had won the previous year. and thus as- 
sured a continuation of his racing career. 
However, in the 1950 running of the race. 
My Request pulled up lame, finishing 
third, and it was decided to retire him. 


BREEDING. My Request is from the 
first crop of his sire Requested, and was 
the first foal of his dam Sugapud, an un- 
raced daughter of *Sickle. Sugapud was 
put in training at two in 1943, but was in- 
jured and turned out without having an 
opportunity to demonstrate what racing

season. *Djeddah, a 5-year-old son of 
Djebel—Djezima, by Asterus, is owned by 
a syndicate, and will stand at E. E. Dale 
Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud. Charles Ken- 
ney, manager of Coldstream Stud, said 
that the syndicate intended to breed at 
least 25 mares to *Djeddah the first year, 
and probably as many as 30. 

*Nizami, the property of Neil S. Me- 
Carthy, of California, was sent to Leslie 
Combs 2nd’s Spendthrift Farm. *Nizami, 
a brother to *Nasrullah, the sire of * Noor, 
is a 4-year-old horse by Nearco—Mumtaz 
Begum. by *Blenheim 2nd. 


New Boarding Farm 


A 270-acre establishment for boarding 
Thoroughbred horses was recently opened 
by H. Burnett Robinson, of Lexington.

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Losers Are Lousy Any Time, 


Or, Never Monkey with Mules 


By Alex Bower 


Three persons, according to my tabula- 
tion, have spoken favorably about a piece 
I wrote on mule racing a little over a 
year ago. Throwing out my wife, who 
may have had a concealed motive behind 
her lovely panegyric, that still leaves two 
parties who said they liked it. One of 
them was a fellow who was seeking em- 
ployment at THe Broop-Horsg, and it 
may be that he was just acting crafty, so 
we will throw him out, too. But that still 
leaves one genuine fan. As Seneca used 
to say, or maybe it was Hiawatha, Ergo 
sum disputandimus hic jaecit, or, “Even 
faint praise is damned sweet.” 


This time I shall relate another incident 
concerning mule racing. I had no part in 
it except as a spectator, but the recollec- 
tion has remained fresh, and I frequently 
am reminded of it when hearing of a 
mishap on the horse tracks. Beaudelaire, 
or perhaps it was Beauldventure, capsuled 
it neatly when he remarked Pas d’arreter, 
defense d’afficher, or, “Beware the mire 
"twixt flagfall and wire.” 


On this occasion the mules were rac- 
ing at the old Erlanger Fair Grounds, up 
in Kenton County, Kentucky. The city 
yokels, out for a holiday, would bet on 
the mules with surprising fervor, disre- 
garding the absence of form and the tra- 
ditional unpredictability of mules even 
when assigned so simple a task as gallop- 
ing around a half-mile track. It didn’t 
require any special flight of speed to win 
a mule race; the principal necessity was 
steadiness. 


But the devious mind of a mule rejects 
anything so forthright as running along 
a marked path. He would rather compli- 
cate it by jumping a fence, balking, 
throwing his rider, or sitting down. There 
is no limit to a mule’s resourcefulness. 
once he understands what you want him 
to do. He can improvise so many dis- 
cordant variations on an elementary theme 
that the great pragmatic philosopher 
Schopenhauser once exclaimed in extreme 
irritation: Mauna ke luuuuia aloha raus! 
(“I'd like to see one of them try that on 
me!”). 


Unable to base their selections on the 
straw form, the bettors generally played 
names, or simply numbers. For program 
purposes the mules bore names of popular 
connotation, like Barney Google, Spark 
Plug, Andy Gump, Happy Hooligan, 
Leaky Roof, Big Fat Mamma, and so on, 


which was good enough for the hunch 
players. 

Besides the fair amount of betting in 
the mutuels, action could be had from a 
few commissioners who kept their hats 
and their offices, all very informally, un- 
der a large hackberry tree up toward the 
head of the stretch. Money was easy, and 
it was no trouble to wager fifty here and 
a hundred or so there if a man circulated 
discreetly and helped himself along by 
wearing an appropriately rural look re- 
inforced with an aura of illicit drink. 

The whole set-up—absence of form, 
lack of interest by the mules, unsmart 
money, no lip tattoo, and all that—pretty 
soon attracted the notice of one of the 
brighter patrons, who figured out that a 
right-thinking mule who could focus his 
mind on running over a steered course for 
two consecutive minutes could be the 
medium of a neat coup de finance, or kill- 
ing. 


Came the day. When I visited the pad- 
dock prior to the mule race on this par- 
ticular Saturday had 
been chosen because a large crowd makes 
the pot thicker—I saw what everybody 
else was supposed to see ere the field 
wended to the post: There was the usual 


afternoon which 


lot of farm mules, bearing the marks of 
toil on their flanks and shoulders. I no- 
ticed one that was programmed as Dar- 
danella, who looked even less racy than 
the others. Her mane and tail were 
matted with burrs, she obviously had 
wallowed in some mudholes on the way 
to the fair grounds, and she quite evi- 
dently liked to take things easy, for she 
stood there with her eyes shut and seemed 
about ready to break into a sleep. That's 
all I saw. That's all there was to see. 


The betting, as usual, was scattered in- 
discriminately about the board. Darda- 
nella was 10 to 1 when I first looked at 
the odds, and afterwards touched 
15. She might just as well have been 
even money, or a thousand to one. Who 
can tell anything about mules?

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dent in the paddock, which happened un- 
noticed by the mule owner. This citizen, 
equipped with the proper proportions of 
stupid look, alcoholic breath, and a large 
roll of soiled bills, had early wandered to 
the hackberry tree and allowed himself 
to be taken by the bookmakers, who eag- 
erly absorbed all he wanted to bet on 
the No. 4 mule, as Dardanella had been 
designated for wagering purposes. I heard 
afterward that he had bet $600, all told, 
at an average of about 8 to 1. 


But the very informality of the mule 
races, which had allowed him to set up 
his gimmick, was the means of his undo- 
ing. After seeing Dardanella to the pad- 
dock and placed in the No. 4 stall, he 
had slipped down to the hackberry tree 
to be separated from his money, and had 
left the details of the race to his rider, 
who also had been imported from Har- 
rodsburg. So he was out of sight and hear- 
ing when the commotion broke loose in 
the paddock, and was unable to switch 
signals for the changed situation. 

The apples were spilled when the Nos. 
2 and 3 mules got into a bitter argument 
over the top of the low boarding that 
separated them. No. 2 seized No. 3 by 
the throat, much to the damage of 
No. 3. And the owner of No. 3, in an 
understandable hurry to separate the 
beasts before his mule got completely 


et up, laid into No. 2 with a twitch handle 
that originally had served as the haft of 
a grubbing hoe. The upshot was that No. 
3 emerged considerably chewed up around 
the throatlatch, and No. 2 was consider- 
ably concussioned by the twitch handle. 
Both had to be taken out of the race. 


It was unthinkable to the track official 
in charge of the paddock that a short 
field should go to the post in the mule 
race—eight-mule fields were the rule— 
and he moved quickly into action. Prob- 
ably he was an ex-Army sergeant, for 
his first command was for the remaining 
mules to close in on No. 1. Then he 
hustled off to draft two more mules, if 
they could be found. That made Darda- 
nella the No. 2 mule instead of No. 4, 
and the added starters which soon showed 
up were made Nos. 7 and 8. 


In a regular horse race this would 
have been impossible, but to the paddock 
man, and the public, and the bookies, all 
mules looked alike. A mule by any num- 
ber was a mule. 

All this went on without the knowledge 
of the gentleman from Harrodsburg, who 
was so serene in his knowledge that the 
bookmakers were about to be gelded that 
he repaired to the bar and entertained 
himself with mental arithmetic. It added 
up fine. 

Not until the roar of the crowd told 


him the race was in motion did he take 
himself up to the track. By that time the 
field had gone halfway around, and there 
was Dardanella winging along twenty 
lengths ahead of the next mule. He 
couldn’t see her number at that distance, 
but hell, he could pick her hide out of 
a tanyard. 


Well, you could have knocked him over 
with that twitch handle when Dardanella 
swept past the finish line, flaunting the 
No. 2 on her bridle. And the track police 
almost had to do it, too. It took them quite 
a while to find out why he had gone 
amuck, for the watered-down moonshine 
sold on the premises usually didn’t take 
that kind of holt on a man. When they 
finally learned that he was a short-cir- 
cuited larcenist, he was hustled to the 
gate and dismissed, with a curt warning 
never to come back. The bookmakers 
voted a dividend, the innocent players 
who had backed No. 2 collected their 
windfall, and peace once again settled 
over the paddock. 

I had been an entranced spectator to 
those various eddies of uproar that after- 
noon, but I couldn’t put them together 
until they were explained to me by an 
elder. “And,” he finished the story, “as 
Marx so aptly put it—I think it was 
Harpo—Honi soit qu mal y pense, or, 
‘Don’t never monkey with no mules.’ ”

CANNOT BE MEASURED ENTIRELY BY THE “CLOCK” 


llorse racing hasn’t become so mechanical that all performances can be measured by a stop 
watch or by the amount of earnings or by any other such mathematical measure. Capot will 


stand up well to such measurements but it is the combination of his speed and his rare courage 
that elevated him to be Horse of the Year in 1949. 


Three times Capot broke track records. His record of 1 3/16 miles in 1:56, made in the Preak- 


ness Stakes at Pimlico, still stands. As to earnings, Capot won $345,600, a figure exceeded by 
only 22 other horses in the entire history of the American Turf. 


There are certain races that stand out in Capot’s racing career. For instance, the Kentucky 
Derby. Capot went after the brilliantly fast Olympia from the start and put him away after 
the first mile. Then came Palestinian, and Capot rid himself of the challenge with another 


burst of speed. It was a tired horse that fought back the third challenge, Ponder, which 
passed him to win. 


In the Preakness Stakes, Capot pushed Noble Impulse the first six furlongs in 1:10 3/5. In 
two more furlongs Capot was in the lead and the time for the mile was 1:36 4/5. Then came 


Palestinian in a final rush but Capot battled him off to win by a head. Ponder was out of the 
money. 


The third of the Triple Crown events, the 1 1/2 mile Belmont Stakes, was next. There was no 
early pace in this race and Capot’s easy first half was followed by a faster second half as Pales- 
tinian started pushing the pace. In the stretch Capot held Palestinian and Ponder off to win. 
Capot’s most outstanding performances came in the fall of the year. In the Sysonby Mile at 
Belmont, Capot met the handicap leader and the great record breaker, Coaltown, at weight-for- 
age. For seven whistling furlongs Capot and Coaltown raced head-and-head. With a furlong 
to go Capot pulled ahead, went under the wire by 1 1/2 lengths, time 1:35 3/5. 


The two met again, this time in the Pimlico Special at 1 3/16 miles. For the first five furlongs 
it was a repeat performance of the Sysonby Mile. But it was no race after that. Capot pulled 
away and won by 12 lengths in a canter. 

Winner of two of the three 3-year-old classics, twice winner over the top handicap horse of the 


year, Capot was truly the Horse of the Year. Real speed, and still greater courage, had de- 
cided the issue.

Dr. Ole Nelson was foaled on March 20, 1946, 
at Howard Wells’ Fayette Farm, near Lexington, 
where J. S. Bradley keeps Sun Jesting, the dam of 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup winner. Mr. Bradley, a 
Chicago mortician, has only the one broodmare. 
She was barren this year, but was bred to Equifox. 
In addition to Dr. Ole Nelson, which is her first 
foal, Sun Jesting is the dam of Sun David, which 
finished first in the Peabody Memorial Stakes this 
year, but was disqualified and placed second for 
interfering with Lot O Luck in the stretch. Sun 
David is owned by Mr. Bradley. 

Dr. Ole Nelson raced unsuccessfully for his 
breeder in the spring of his 2-year-old season, and 
was not raced after that until June, 1949, when he 
started for his present owners, Maurie and Roy 
Saffir, who are engaged in the meat business in 
He finished third behind New Top and 
Mr. Smug at Hawthorne in his first race for the 
Saffirs, and managed to win one race during 1949. 


Chicago. 


As late as June of this year, he was running in 
$10,000 claiming races, with no takers. But on 
June 24, he won a 1%-mile claiming race by six 
lengths, and it was decided to try him against bet- 
ter horses. In his first stakes attempt, he finished 


up the track in the Stars and Stripes Handicap, 
won by Inseparable. He then won a mile sprint, 
but was unable to win any of his next six races. 
Before the Hawthorne Gold Cup, it was believed 
by some that Mr. Wells, Dr. Ole Nelson’s trainer, 
entered the colt in the race in order to provide a 
pacemeker for his stablemate Volcanic, which had 
won the Meadowland Handicap this year for Wal- 
mac Farm. When the race started, Dr. Ole Nelson 
went to the front quickly, according to prediction, 
but when the horses crossed the finish line, he was 
still in front, and by two lengths in new track 
record time of 2:0135 for 1% miles. The old rec- 
ord for the distance was 2:01%5, made by Sun Beau 
in 1929. Dr. Ole Nelson is the first 1950 stakes 
winner for his sire Cravat, which stands at Town- 
send B. Martin’s Whiffletree Manor, Warrenton, Va.

Mrs. E. L. Hopkins’ Three Rings and Brook- 
meade Stable’s Dart By finished in a dead _ heat 
for first money in the All American Handicap, 
closing-day feature at Atlantic City. 

Three Rings, which has been campaigning all 
year, won the Royal Palm, McLennan, Queens 
County, and Edgemere Handicaps, before going 
to the post as top weight (122) in the All 
American. Dart By, the horse that provided his 
chief competition in the All American, had not 
had such an record, but had 
marked improvement in recent races. He was 
third in the New Orleans and Clark Handicaps 
early in the year, and had recently won the 
Ocean City Handicap, his last start before the 
All American. 

Three Rings (122) spotted Dart By 11 pounds, 
and gave weight to the entire field. The race 
was closely run throughout, and until the horses 
reached the stretch, the first four were rarely 
separated by more than a length. The 3-year-old 
Steel Blue took the early lead, but was over- 
hauled by Three Rings in the final turn, and then 
faltered.
